ELECTIONS TUESDAY IH 


FORTY-TWO STATES 


Enid, Ok., Oct. 30.-T he taking of 
depositions and evidence in the injunc­ 
tion cases, inaugurated by Attorney 
General Cromwell, has been in progress 
for some time, and some interesting 
conditions are being revealed. 
The 
cases are 'against the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific, the St. Louis and 
San |Francisco, and the Atchison, To­ 
peka and Santa Fe, which with their 
branches comprise practically all the 
roads in Oklahoma. The petitions for 
these injunctions ask that the ‘ * arbi­ 
trary ” 
freight rate between local 
points, ‘which is shown on the rate 
sheet of all the roads as an amount to 
be added to the legal local rate, be de­ 
clared in excesa of the rates allowed 
by the charters of the roads. 
It was brought out in an extended 
examination of J. J. Cunningham, gen­ 
eral freight agent of the Denver, Enid 
and Gulf, a branch of the Santa Fe, 
that there is no justification for the 
arbitrary freight rate charge, and that 
it arose chiefly from the power of the 
road to levy and collect it. 
In many 
cases, according to the rate sheets, the 
arbitrary charge is more than double 
the legal charge for short distances. 
Between the towns of Mountain Park 
and Snyder, in southwestern Oklahoma, 
which towns are only two miles apart, 
it was shown that the rate on wheat in 
car lots should not be more than 5c a 
hundred pounds, which is the maximum 
allowance for distances less than 15 
miles. 
But to this minimum is added 
an arbitrary rate of ll l-2c, making 
the rate for two miles 16 I-2c. As con­ 
trasted with this, it was shown that 
I the rate in Kansas on the same product 
over the same road for a distance of 
103 miles is 4 I-2c. 
Wheat is the principal crop through­ 
out northern Oklahoma, and the great­ 
est protests against freight charges 
have come from the dealers in this pro­ 
duct. 
The export rate on wheat from Ryan, 
on Oklahoma Territory’s south border, 
is 26 I-2c. Just across the line in Texas 
the rate is 15c for almost the same dis­ 


tance. 
This is the first attempt to be made 
in Oklahoma by the Territorial Govern­ 
ment, by legal procedure, to restrain 
the railroad companies in fixing rates, 
upon which they have fattened without 
interference for years. 
The adequacy 
of the Oklahoma laws for this purpose 
has not been determined.

Next Tuesday there will be elections 
in forty-two states and three territor­ 
ies. Oregon, Maine and Vermont have 
already 
elected state officers and 
members of the Sixtieth Congress. 
In 
twenty-three of the states a governor 
and other state offiqers and in twenty 
of them also a legislature will be elec­ 
ted. 
In ten states minor state officers 
or justices of the supreme court, in 
two representatives and a legislature, 
and in seven representatives only, are 
to be elected. Oklahoma is to vote on 
a state constitution, and Arizona and 
New Mexico on joint statehood. 
The terms of thirty United States 
senators—fifteen democratic and fifteen 
Republicans—expire 
March 3, 1907. 
Virginia, Louisiana, Mississippi, Ken­ 
tucky and Arkansas already have elec­ 
ted democrats and Georgia has a legis­ 
lature which will elect another, while 
Maine and Oregon have legislatures 
which insure the return of the republi­ 
cans. Of twenty-two states in which 
the legislatures are to be chosen Nov. 
6, to elect United States Senators, 
fourteen are now represent^ in the 
Senate by republicans and eight by 
democrats. 
A national House f Representatives 
is to be elected—the Sixtieth Congress 
with 386, 
members. 
The 
present 
House is composed of 250 
Republicans 
and 136 democrats. Maine already has 
elected four republicans, Oregon tw o 
and Vermont two. 
ONLY ONE STATE HAS FUSION 
There is fusion in only one state. In 
Nebraska the democrats and populists 
agreed upon a division of the state 
nominations, though in several other 
states the republicans or democratic 
c 
flidates for state offices have been 
no ninated or indorsed by one or more 
of the minor parties. 
As usual there is one state ticket— 
the democratic—in 
South Carolina. 
Pennyslvania leads this year with the 
greatest number of state tickets 
twelve. 
Parties are numerous. Those 
having tickets in the field are the in­ 
dependent league, Citizens’, Common­ 
wealth, City, Referendum, Jefferson, 
American, 
Anti-Administration 
Re­ 
publican and Lincoln Republican.

of them however are confined to Penn­ 
sylvania. 
The Socialists have tickets in twenty-
